The President went to bat for 
his $.3,86.5.000.000 mutual security 
program in a speech over nation- 
spanning television and radio 
; 
As he has before in defending 
his budget. Eisenhower declared 
the “ co.st of peace is high in this 
atomic age.” 
‘ 
“ Vet the price of war »' higher 
and is paid in different com—with 
the lives of our youth and tht 
devastation ot our cities," Eisen­ 
hower said.

“ Reckless" Economy 
Eisenhower, speaking from his 
White Hou.se office, added that “ to 
try to save money at the risk of 
I such damage" to the mutual se- 
jcurity program "is neither con­ 
servative nor constructive.”

What To Do About 
Scientist Shortage 


Those who devote their time to trying to 
find a whipping boy for the country’s shortage 
of scientific manpower, and who divide criticism 
between schools, teachers and America’s youth, 
are given a bit of constructive advice by the 
National Science Teachers Association. The sug* 
gestió n is that they put aside the debate over 
responsibility and concentrate upon correcting 
the situation. 
The association records its doubts there is 
any single cause for the present manpower 
shortage in the science field. It does point to 
one significant fact—that the low birth rate of 
the 19 30s now finds the I’. S. with approximate­ 
ly a million fewer people in its 17-24 age group, 
currently the source of .supply for fresh person­ 
nel in any field of endeavor. And it also com­ 
ments that the present demand for more and 
more science-trained personnel is itself evidenfp 
that science and technology—and science teach­ 
ing—are succeeding in today’s industrial society. 
What degree of success is being had today 
in interesting young people in science study? 
The United States Uensus Bureau and the Fed­ 
eral Office of Kducation supply data that places 
the enrollment in the natron $ public schools, 
gradee 9 to 12. at 6 5 million as compared to 
300.000 in mm.

Edu­ 
cation involves not only a cam pus and some faculty 
m em bers but a college, even a high school, needs 
inspiring personalities who will win (he respect and 
som etim es love of the students. The “educated iool" 
US a fam iliar character and he exi.sts on every cam pus 
and in every institution. He is a m an who knows every ­ 
thing but can apply it to nothing. He is really an evil 
influence 
because y oung 
people 
despise 
him 
and 
usually do badly in his cour.ses because they despise 
him. 


These day s, it is praetieally essential for any 
boy to have a college degree to get a job. This 
reduces the value of the B..\. or the B.S. because 
these degrees no longer c a rry great weight. The 
nu m b er of those seeking .M..X.’s and P h .D .’s will 
ronstantly increase as m ore students realize that 
higher degrees bring better jobs. How m uch m ore 
an M.A. knows than a 
B.A. is som ething th at time 
and experience will show in each individual case. 


The essential A m erican problem in education for a 
con.stantly increasing num ber of persons i.s to distin­ 
guish between education, which is 
a ccess to learning, 
access to the whole of hum an knowledge, and training 
for a job which is the developm ent of technical skills. 
Presum ably th© better colleges arc try ing to do both 
with w hat success it is hard to reach a conclusion. 
C ertainly those condeasations of knowledge called 
“ C ontem porary Civilization” in fat textbooks is noth­ 
ing to get very excited about once one leaves the 
G reeks. Mast of the current stuff is slanted and is 
often sensational. In fact, som e of it rem inds m e of 
w hat the stufled-shirt pedagogues of another day called 
“ Yellow Journalism .”

What To Do About 
Scientist Shortage 


Those who devote their time to trying to 
find a whipping boy for the country’s shortage 
of scientific manpower, and who divide criticism 
between schools, teachers and America s youth, 
are given a bit of constructive advice by the 
National Science Teachers Association. The sug­ 
gestion is that they put aside the debate over 
responsibility and concentrate upon correcting 
the situation. 
The association records its doubts there is 
any single cause for the present manpower 
shortage in the science field. It does point to 
one significant fact—that the low birth rate of 
the 1930s now finds the U. S. with approximate­ 
ly a million fewer people in its 17-24 age group, 
currently the source of supply for fresh person­ 
nel in any field of endeavor. And it also com­ 
ments that the present demand for more and 
more science-trained personnel is itself evidence 
that science and technology— and science teach­ 
ing—are succeeding in today’s industrial society. 
What degree of success is being had today 
in interesting young people in science study? 
The United States Census Bureau and the Fed­ 
eral Office of Education supply data that places 
the enrollment in the nations public schools, 
grades 9 to 12. at 6 5 million as compared to 
500,000 in 1900 
To meet the challenge which the expanding 
scientific economy of the country poses for 
American education, the Science Teachers Asso­ 
ciation suggests three targets:

So far as the I lilted States is concerned, there 
seem s no immediate danger of starvation 
Kather. 
the danger is (hat American* will over stuff them ­ 
selves so that Ihev get coronaries from too much 
cholesterol or diabetes or gall bladder trouble, all 
of which come from eating too much of the wrong 
foods, so, even if we ate half as much ar a third 
a* much, we should still he well off and have 
nothing lo complain about. 
In fact, we should he 
better off that wav. whereas if the Chinese or the 
Hindus cut their diets, they would starve. 


There are ether countr»e> where food is not se 
plentiful and where nevertheless large num bers of 
children continue to be born. 
Population pressures 
have in the past m ade w ars and revolutions because 
people fought for food 
In the In n e d States where we have com pulsory, 
general education up to the age of 16 or 18, depending 
on the alate, the year l%o according to the Popula­ 
tion Reference Bureau, will receive the first great 
wave of the new population 
In 1954. m ore than 4 000,. 
OOO Am erican children were born and thee will he 
ready for school in I960 
Succeeding years have done 
as well as 1954; therefore the school system every­ 
w here in the I niter! States is going to have to find 
m ore seats, m ore building space and probably m ore 
leachers. In 1968. according to these statistics, these 
kids will be moving up to high school and again there 
will have to be m ore seats, m ore teachers, m ore 
supervision. 
.And cities and towns will be faced by 
additional expenses. 


Standards of education ought to go up under these 
circumstances because when this enorm ous arm y of 
children reaches college age. the better colleges will 
Ive able to pick and choose, rejecting those who can ­ 
not m ake the grade. 
Of course, som e colleges will 
lower their s ta n d o u t to attract thase who cannot get 
in elsew here and will build enorm ous institutions out 
of fees 
A college alw ays has a choice 
to put its 
m oney into brains or into brick and m ortar. 


The cost of education is high, both to the parent 
who sends his child to private institutions and to tax ­ 
payers who foot the bill for public institutions. Edu­ 
cation involves not only a cam pus and some faculty 
m em bers but a college, even a high school, needs 
inspiring personalities who will win the respect and 
som etim es love of the students. The “educated fool’’ 
is a fam iliar character and he exists on every cam pus 
and in every institution 
He is a m an who knows every­ 
thing but can apply it to nothing. He is really an evil 
influence 
because young 
people 
despise 
him 
and 
usually do badly in his courses because they despise 
him. 


These days, it is practically essential for any 
boy to have a college degree to get a job. This 
reduces the value of the B A. or the B.S. because 
these degrees no longer carry great weight. The 
num ber of those seeking M.A.'s and Ph.D .'s will 
runstantly increase as more students realize that 
higher degrees bring better jobs. How much more 
an M.A. knows than a B.A. is som ething that time 
and experience will 
show in each individual case. 


The essential A m erican problem in education for a 
constantly increasing num ber of persons is to distin­ 
guish between education, which is access to learning, 
access to the whole of hum an knowledge, and training 
for a job which is the developm ent of technical skills. 
Presum ably th e better colleges are trying to do both 
with what success it is hard to reach a conclusion. 
C ertainly those condensations of knowledge called 
“ Contem porary Civilization” in fat textbooks is noth­ 
ing to get very excited about once one leaves the 
G reeks. Mast of the 
current stuff is slanted and is 
often sensational. In 
fact, som e of it rem inds me of 
w hat the stuffed-shirt pedagogues of another day called 
“ Yellow Journalism ."

Military Men Disregarded By Budget Cutters

WASHINGTON—P resident E ls. 
enhower, in a few brief sentences 
in 
a television 
speech on the 
budget recently, touched on a bit 
of fateful history. He spoke of a 
tragedy 
that 
proved costly 
rn 
money and lives to the Am erican 
people

characterized 
the 
policy that caused it as both “ un­ 
w ise" and “ foolhardy." He said; 
“ Our arm ed forces becam e so 
starved 
and 
depleted 
that

1950 we had to withdraw our m ili­ 
tary strength from South Korea 
That 
a rea 
was 
then 
declared 
to be outside our defense perim ­ 
eter.'* 
Dean Acheron, who as Secre­ 
tary of State in a public speech 
in Jan u ary 1930 declared Korea 
to be outside the “ defense p er­ 
im eter” 
of 
the 
In n e d 
Stat es, 
issued 
a 
statem ent 
last 
week 
bristling 
with 
indignation. 
But 
actually he m issed the point For 
President Eisenhow er gave Mr. 
Acheron a ' real alibi by pointing 
to the budget-cutting of a d ra s­ 
tic nature which began long be­ 
fore 
he 
becam e 
Secretary 
of 
State in Jan u a ry 1949 
It was 
this economizing which m ade it 
necessary for the Ended Slates 
late in 1948 to order its m ilitary 
forces w ithdraw n from Korea — 
a m ovem ent com pleted in Ju ly 
1949. 
The only indiscretion on 
Mr. A cheron’i part was that, in 
his January 1950 speech, he offi­ 
cially revealed to ail the world 
the strategic decision of the I S. 
Joint Chiefs of Staff not to re­ 
gard Korea as a prim ary obliga­ 
tion of our defense planning. 
It 
was actually the Trum an 
adm inistration's decisions of 1947, 
1948 and 1949 which caused the 
severe cut in the m ilitary budget, 
and it was this which Mr. E isen­ 
hower was em phasizing last week 
in his pointed reference to the 
curtailm ent of funds for the m ili­ 
tary establishm ent prior to ISHO. 
The facts a re readily a sc e r­ 
tained by reading “ The F orrestal 
D iaries.” 
The late Jam es For­ 
restal 
as S ecretary of Defense 
from Septem ber 1947 to M arch 
1949. kept stenographic records 
of 
m any 
of 
his 
conferences. 
There is revealed in this book 


the whole background of the bud­ 
get-cutting of those days. 
The 
m ilitary 
chiefs, 
for 
in­ 
stance. 
struggled 
in 
1948 
and 
1949 with the budget for the fiscal 
y ear beginning July I, 1949 and 
ending June 30, 1950. They had 
recom m ended 
$23.6 
billion 
for 
that year. 
Secretary F orrestal 
endeavored to persuade Mr. T ru­ 
m an to agree to a m ilitary bud­ 
get of at least $17.5 billion, and 
later urged the Joint Chiefs to 
go along with a budget of HS 
billion 
But 
Mr. 
Trum an 
was 
adam ant 
and 
recom m ended to 
Congress defense appropriations 
totaling only $13 6 billion. 
Con­ 
gress appropriated $122 billion, 
and 
later 
on 
in 
1949 
added 
$873.000 000 for 
aircraft, 
which 
sum Mr. Trum an announced he 
would 
impound 
and 
wouldn t 
spend 
The Korean War subse­ 
quently cost the E nded States al­ 
most $20 billion and 137 OOO casu­ 
alties 
The continuing defense of 
Korea is still a big annual ex­ 
pense to the A m erican taxpayer. 
In the period just before the 
Korean 
War. 
the 
Soviets 
had 
blockaded Berlin, and a Comm un­ 


ist invasion of Indo-Chma w as in 
full swing. The situation in Ko­ 
rea, moreover, w as plainly far 
from stable. 
Mr. F o rrestal, in 
O ctober 1948, addressed a letter 
to Secretary of S tate M arshall, 
asking for guidance and m ention­ 
ed that he had w ritten the pre­ 
vious July to the N ational Secur­ 
ity Council to get a clear-cut idea 
of what the international dangers 
w ere. but had received no reply. 
It was a constant passing of the 
buck back and forth, with no 
policy at all—not even a “ brink 
of w a r" philosophy of deterrent 
action so far as the F a r E ast was 
concerned.
